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TOWN WARRANT 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of BOSCAWEN in the County of 
MERRIMACK in said State, Qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Boscawen on 
Tuesday, the 11th *** day of March, next at ten of the clock in the forenoon, 
to act upon the following subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 
2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray town charges 
for the ensuing year and make appropriations of the same.

***Business meeting for Appropriations only will be called for 7:30 o’clock in 
the evening. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to empower the Selectmen to borrow such 
sums of money as may be necessary to meet current expense of the Town until 
the taxes are paid to the Treasurer. 

4. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
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for Concord Hospital. 

5.To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
for Franklin Hospital. 

6. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
for use at Rolfe Park. 

7. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
for the Penacook Youth Center. 

8. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
for Community Park. (Balance $212.56) 

9. To see if the Town will vote to give the Selectmen authority to transfer or 
sell property taken by Town in default of redemption from Tax Sales. 

10. To see if the Town will adopt the following Ordinance for the control of 
future mobile homes in order to promote the general welfare of its citizens, in 
accordance with Chapter 31, Section 39, New Hampshire Revised Statutes 
annotated. 

a. No. mobile home shall be located in the Town of Boscawen except in a 
mobile home or trailer park. 

b. No occupied trailer shall be permitted in the Town of Boscawen for 
longer than fourteen (14) days except in a mobile home or trailer park. 

c. Unoccupied trailers, not to exceed two, may be parked on the premises 
of a private dwelling. 

d. Non-Conforming Uses: Any lawful trailer, mobilehome, trailer park or 
mobilehome park existing at the time this Ordinance is adopted may 
continue, even though such use does not conform to the provisions of this 
Ordinance. However, all must comply with the regulations of the State 
Department of Health. 

A non-conforming use of a lawful mobilehome that has been discontinued 
for a period of sixty (60) consecutive days shall not be reestablished except in 
conformance with this Ordinance. 

A non-conforming use of a mobilehome park or trailer park that has been 
discontinued for a period of twelve consecutive months shall not be 
reestablished except in conformance with this Ordinance. 

A non-conforming use may be continued, but may not be extended, 
expanded or changed unless to a conforming use. 

e. Special non-conformances may be allowed by approval of the Board of 
Selectmen. 

f. Rules regarding definitions, inspection, facilities, space and location shall 
be drawn u by the Selectmen in furtherance of this Ordinance. 

g. Penality: Any person who violates any provision of this Ordinance may 
upon conviction be punished by a fine of not less than ten (10) dollars not 
more than twenty (20) dollars; and each day’s failure of compliance with any 
provision shall constitute a separate violation. 

h. If any part of this Ordinance shall be found to be invalid, such decision 
shall not affect the remaining portions. 
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i. This Ordinance shall become effective upon passage. 


11. To authorize the construction of a fire house on the former Cook land, 
so-called, situated on the westerly side of Route 4 in the Boscawen Plains section 
of the town; to raise and appropriate a sum not exceeding $40,000 for the 
construction of such fire house; to borrow in the name of the Town by the issue 
of serial notes or bonds under the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act, as 
amended, and any other statute thereto enabling, a sum not exceeding $40,000 
to defray the cost of the foregoing, and to authorize the Selectmen to determine 
the time and place of payment and rate of interest on such notes or bonds, and 
to do whatever may be necessary to the issuance thereof; and to authorize the 
Selectmen to do all things necessary or convenient to carry the foregoing into 
effect, including the execution of builders’ and other contracts. 

12.To approve, under the authority of RSA 53-a a proposed agreement 
between the Town and the City of Concord for the construction, maintenance 
and operation of a joint sewage treatment and disposal system to serve the 
Penacook sections of the Town and City, such agreement having been negotiated 
and drafted by the Attorneys representing the Town and City and approved as 
to form by the office of the Attorney General, and to authorize the Selectmen 
to execute and deliver such agreement in the name and in behalf of the Town. 
(A copy of the proposed agreement is on file in the office of the Selectmen) 

13. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to negotiate with 
the State of New Hampshire Retirement System, which system is provided for 
by RSA 100-A (supp) for the employees of the Precinct of Boscawen in 
accordance with Chapter 134. 

14. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum not to exceed 
$5000. for the purchase of a new highway truck to replace the 1963 GMC and 
authorize the sale or trade of the truck to be replaced. 

15. To see if the Town will vote to give the Selectmen authority to transfer 
any unexpended balance of money from one appropriation to another. 

16. To transact any other business that may legally come before this meeting.

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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN & DISTRICT CHIEF 


People cause fires. Our records show that the number of fires increase in an area 
as the population increases and our state is growing tremendously. This means that 
we all must be aware of fire causes and do our best to prevent their occurrence. 

When we are very young the lighted matches is an adventure, burnt fingers and a 
dropped match is another fire. A little older we like to have a woodland cookout, 
or go out by ourselves for a smoke but fire and forests get together for another 
statistic. We adults like to clean up in the spring, burn the old debris and the dead 
grass, result — escaped fires and much personal expense. 

With new homes and summer cottages located in woodlands and with abandoned 
fields and forests crowding the back yard of our villages’ streets, it is necessary that 
everyone be aware all through the fire season, which comes with the disappearance 
of the snow, of the need to be careful with outdoor fires and fire sources. 


The following action will help: 
1. To teach our children the danger of lighted matches. 
2. To never discard lighted smoking material from a car or while walking through 
fields or woods. | 
3. To safely dispose of rubbish preferably at the town dump. If you must burn — 
a. You need a written permit from the town fire warden for ail debris burning 
except when the ground is covered with snow. Cooking fires in outdoor 
fireplaces or in charcoal brasiers in your own back yard is permitted on 
notification of the warden. 
b. The warden is forbidden by regulation to allow burning of household 
rubbish on grass by householders between 9.00 A. M. and 5.00 P. M. 
c. Have equipment on hand to control the fire before you light the match. 
4.Promptly report any fire out of control to your fire warden or fire 
department. 


Help to keep our town out of the fire occurrence column and save your tax 
dollars for useful purposes. 
Forest fire record for 1968: 
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BOSCAWEN PLANNING BOARD 


A serious problem of our growing town is the continuing influx of mobile 
homes. Because nearby towns have adopted controls of various kinds, and this 
town has not, mobile home families are coming to Boscawen in increasing 
numbers. 

People who live in moble homes are no different from people who live in 
conventional houses. We all work together, play together, and our children go to 
school together. So what’s the problem? There are several, but here are two 
general ones to think about. 

First, a large, unplanned increase of any type of living unit can result in water 
and sewerage problems unless properly controlled. And the Town is responsible 
for the environment of its citizens. 

Second, lack of control for numbers and locations of mobile homes can cause 
economic hardship for the Town as a whole, including mobile home owners. For 
example, page 32 of the General Plan of the Town shows that in 1964 there 
were 80 mobile homes representing 13% of all housing units in the town. By 
April 1, 1968, there were 138 mobile homes, which was 19% of all housing units. 
We estimate that by November 15th, there were 158 mobile homes, comprising 
21% of all housing units. 

In 1968 the average tax paid on a mobile home was $172.75. Continued lack 
of controls can only result in a further strain on Town services, and in possible 
health hazards to the new residents. For this reason the Planning Board has 
cooperated with the Selectmen in a study of possible remedies. We recommend 
adoption of a Mobile Home Ordinance.

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The Laughy bill of $204.11 was contracted before the Court ruled that 
Boscawen was responsible. The second bill $193.74 was given to the Attorney 
General by the N. H. Division of Welfare. He ruled that Boscawen would have to 
pay it. 

In the fall of ’67 the State Welfare sent me a list of winter clothing for these 
children. I checked it over and refused to O.K. as I thought it excessive. We had 
recently purchased nearly $200 worth of clothing for them. However the State 
Welfare purchased the items, sent the bill to the Attorney General who ruled 
that Boscawen would have to pay.

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COMMISSIONERS REPORT 


Operation of the new pumping station facilities was started in July and our 
troubles began shortly after. Due to increased pressure on the 10” line from 
Champagnes to junction of Raymond Road we had several breaks. 

This all happened at a time when Mr. Knowlton was just getting out of the 
hospital, which caused us quite a bit of trouble. When we became aware of the 
fact that Mr. Knowlton could no longer carry on the responsibility of the water 
works, we came to an agreement with the Selectmen and appointed Harvey 
Hollins Superintendent of the Water works. 

Through many trials and errors we finally got the station going properly. We 
regret that the residents of Water Street were plagued with dirty water, air in the 
water, and at times no water at all. 

There is still some work to do on the regulating valve at the junction of Water 
Street and Raymond Road, which will require shutting off the water for about 
five hours. 

We have installed a new 8” main through Raymond Road to Goodhue Road 
and installed 2 new hydrants. 

Our program for this year is to replace a troublesome plastic pipe on Martin 
Ave. with 6” transite to complete loop to Jackson Street. 

We also plan an 8” line from Water Street to Corn Hill Road to complete a 
loop that will allow us to decrease pressure at pump station. 

We are pumping about 500,000 gallons a day through the winter months. 
From July 1, 1968 to January 1, 1969 we pumped 98,703,300 gallons. 

The new construction projects — Pumping Station and New Main, have not 
been fully accepted by the precinct. When the projects are completed and final 
payments made to the contractor, the appropriate amounts will be taken out of 
the “New Construction” account and applied to the individual Asset accounts 
on the Balance Sheet. 
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
